NOTABLE CHURCH FUNCTION

Oonvocational Msstings of the Deanery of
Council Bluffs Is Held.

MANY BISHOPS AND MINISTERS ATTEND

Proposition 1o Divide Mocese Into
Four Missionary Disiricis With
nn Archdencon Over Ench In
Favornbly Consldered,

St Paul's church was the scéne yeaterday
of a notable gathering of blshope and minla-
tors of the Episcopal church, the oo-aslon
being the convocational meeting of the
deanery of Councll Bluffs,

The sessions commenced at 10 a. m. with
the celebration of the holy communion with
Rev, Dr. Cornell of Sloux City as celebrant,
Rev. R, L, Knox, rector of Grace church, of
this clty, epistoler; and Rev. W. V. Whitten
of Chariton, la., socretary and treasurer of
the deanery, ns gospeler.

Following the celebration the Right Rev.
T. N. Morrizon, bishop of lowa, delivered
an lnforenal address on the genernl ocutlook
of the miselonary work of the dlocese of
lowa. Referring to the opposition that some
people  had in subscribing towards
misslonary work In forelgn lands the blehop
#ald that milsslopary work should not be
limited; that christlanity was worldwide
and not bound by territorial limitations.

At the closge of the morning sesslon the vis-
iting bishops and clergymen were enter-
talned at lupch at the rectory by Rev. and
Mras. Walk.

The alternoon session was devoted to the
regular convocational meeting of the dean-
ery with Reyv, George Edward Walk, dean,
presiding, Rev. W. V. Whitten, the secre-
tary of the deanery, read the varlous re-
ports of work in the fleld, which were dle-
cuesed by the members present. Reyv, Whit-
ten was ra-elected secretary and treasury for
the ensuing year. Rev. Walk holds over as
dean for another year.

At tho close of the business sezsion Bishop
Morrison presented the matter of o division
of the dlocese Into four mlasionary districts
with an archdeacon over each district under
the authority of the bishop. This elicited a
general dlgeussion from the members of the
dlocese and the visiting clergymen and it
was decided that the plan was an excellent
one.

In the evening the regular prayer gervice
was bad, followed by an address by Right
Rev. Samuel Cook Edsall, bishop of North
Dakota,

Hishop Worthlogton and Bishop Willlams,
the newly consecrated coadjutor-bishop of
Nebraska, were unable to be present as they
had intended and sent thelr regrets.

APPEAL IN HIGH SCHOOL CASE,

Attorney for the Board of Education
Hnwx the Papers Prepared,

J. J, Stewart, as attorney for the Board

of Education, completed yesterday hls petl-
tlon to be filed with State Superintendent
Barrett for a rehearing In the High school
slte cuse. Yresident Sims {5 also preparing
a petitlon which will be filed Iater. Mr.
Stewarl’s petition will be malled Lo the state
superintendent this mornlog, It io part s
a8 follows:
“We necessarily enter upon the discus-
slon of this case with the full understand-
ing that this court has opee been convinced
that the board of directors commitied a
grievous error In selecting a school house
site. Were It so that a different tribunsl
must e appealed to for g reversal of that
decislon the former oplnion would have
great welght in the further progress of the
hearing, happlly 4 petition for rehearing is
presented to the same court for a ravisal
of his Ainding. The decislon {s as clearly
wrong as it Is unsatisfactory to the patrona
of our schools.”

County Buperintendent Sawyer's famliliar-
Ity with the facts and conditions involved
la pointed out in substantiation of his de-
olsion, *“In fact," says the petitlon, "no
man connected with the case bad the eame
opportunity  to  Judge advisedly as he.
This being the situation it is poseible and
perhaps probable that counsel presentiog
the cnse to o Elranger to the facts on the
samg brief as In the court below did not
present the details as olearly ae snme ought
to have been done.'

In this connection tho petitlon cltes rea-
sons asslgned for reversal of the county
superintendent’s declslon. “One member
of Lhe board testifies that the moet central
location in the city Is near Broasdway and
Pearl or Maln street. Thus It appears to
be the judgment of at least five of the seven
members of the board that the Oakland
site ls not centrally located."

Mr. Stewart argues that It would cost at
least $400,000 to condemn a eite at this polnt
and holds that the Oakland avenue site is
nearest the desired polnt.

The attention of the siate superintendent
{s called to his error In slating that™ the
Oakland avenus alte I8 ten blocks north of
the Street tract and he is reminded that it
Is not so much a question as to the distance
between the Lwo sites aa 1t 18 the distance
from a partioular site to the accessible center
of the distrlet,

Continuing, the petitlon says that the
board has no quarrel with the court on the
law of the case, agreeing that the authority
of the board should be exercised with great
care &8 Lo the convenlence of Lhe people,
the geographical position and In harmony
with the wishes of the eleciors. 1t ls urged
that the Oakland avenue site was s0 selected.

The petition referrs to the pecuniary in-
terest held In other sltes by some of the
active opponents to the one selected by the
board and goes Iinto detalls, glviog names of
those s0 interested.

The petition concludes: *This court has
the Jurlsdiction to say that this location is
oot central, but we have full confidence that
this court desires to promulgate oply such
opinlon as is in seocord with justice and the
fucts in the case and in harmony with the

The clty atlorney was instructed to com-
mence sult against B, A, Wickham and his
hondsmen to enforce the fulflllment of the
contracts for the paviog of Willow avenue
and Avenue F.

G. W, Hewitt for the State Land Im-
provement Company filed a claim for $58
for damnage to the bullding at 1305 Avenue
B by reason of Lthe flooding of Indian Creek
on the nlght of August B last. The claim
was rejected and Mr. Hewitt invited to bring
suit.

R. Jepson, the dalryman whose buggy was
overturned and damaged by being run into
by the fire chief's wagon on the night of
October 12, filed a petition asking the coun-
¢ll to compensaie him for his loss. The
claim was referred to the committee on fire
and light with power to act.

(George Meyer, secretary of the Seckner
Contracting company, which has with the
J. P, Mlller company submitted an applica-
tlon for a gas and electric lghting fran-
chise, accompanied with a proposition to
furnish the ecity with electric lights for a

term of twenty-ive years, appeared
before the committee of the whole
and preeented a number of argu-

ments in support of the application and
proposition. He stated that the two com-
panies that he represented would submit a
bid under the terms advertised by the city
and explained that the flgures guoted in the
propcsltion now before the council were
based upon the Philadelphia schedule in
vogue in this city. He also explained the
terms under which the city would be per-
mitted to purchase the plant if they In-
stalled one here. He sald he belleved this
clty offered a fleld for the installation of an-
other plant and iI granted & franchlse was
ready to enter the field and bulld a plant
here irrespective of the fact whether they
gecured the contract for the city lighting
or not,

The committee declded to defer consider-
atlon of the proposition until after the bids
pdvertizsed for were recelved. The council
adjourned untll Monday, October 30.

SENATOR IS A STAUNCH SHIP

Prominent Seafaring Men Socout Idea that
Towans May Have Perishod.

IT WILL PROBABLY ARRIVE SUDAY

Stenmer In Built of Steel with Powers
ful Expansion Engines and No
Anxiety Need He Felt Re-
garding lis Fate,

DES MOINES, O, 10.—(Special Tole-
gram.)—A speclal from San Francisco says:

“The owners of the Senator and many
prominent shipping men called on lowans
hore today and aeaured them they need have
no fears for tlie salety of the Iowa troops.
They declured that the Senator could outrlde
the severdést storm., Captain Baneson, chief
sald this morning:
“Talk of the Senator sinking Is hosh. If

trary to the history of navigiation in the
Paclfic, The only thing that can poesibly
come of the statement of the officers of the
Empregs of Indla, providing what they say
Is true, I8 that there may be a delay of a
few days. The fact that the India left eight
hours later than the Senator f# nothing, for
the India Is an elghteen-knot boat, while
the Benator s u twelve at its best. Then,
again, the distance is considerable longer
to San Franclsco and the route gulte differ-
ent. The boats would be as far as 400
miles apart in their routes, and the storm
which the Emprees of Indin speaks about
may have been easily escaped by passing on
olthor slde of the Senator.

“The distance from Yokobama to San
Franglgco by the usual route, which was
taken by the Benator, s 4,538 miles, while
that from Yokohama to Victoria Ia 4,230. Or-
dinarlly the trip Is made to Victoria n
fourteen days, while sixteen is the schedule
for the Fristo route, The India left Yoko-
hama on October 5, elght hours after the
Senator, according to their reports, although
oitr advices were to the eflfect that they had
left on October 7. Assuming that every-
thing Is all right and that the storms, if
theére were any, 4id not retard the speed of
the boat, the Senator should arrive here on
October 21, If they left on October 5. If
they left on Octoher 7 they should arrive
here on October #3. If they are delayved a
couple of days the chances are that they
wlll be here on next Monday morning. But
1 look for them Sunday sure.

There |s no man In the country
betler posted in regard to the attractions
afforded by this great government reserva-
tlon, made In order o guarantee to the peo-
ple forever the readiest access to some of
the most remarkable geologleal formations
on the face of the earth.

Colonel Chittenden and Captain J. C. San-
ford, whom he hus relleved ag engineer in
charge at Sloux Cily, were classmates at
West Point, where they were graduated in
1884, TFrom 1887-1888 Colonel Chittenden
was chief engineer at Omaha and durlng the
latter part of this time was In charge of the
Missourl river lmprovement work to the
headwatera of the river. Therefore, In tak-
ing up his new dutles at Sionx City he re-
turns o matters with which he was famillar
ten years ago, but which he relinguished to
Major Powell when the Sloux City office
wite estulilished,

After his service at Omuahi he was detalled
to Yellowstone park In 1801 and 1802 In local
churge of the improvement underinken there
by the government |n order to afford tour-
lats the best possible opportunity to observe
